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treat the contract in all respects as if the 
broker were the sole principal. If, how- 
ever, exclusive credit is given to the broker 
the principal cannot interfere. 

In the absence of express instructions the 
powers of the broker depend upon the usage 
of trade. 

Where a broker, wita orders to sell for 
cash, sold and delivered the goods, but, ac- 
cording to usage, did not send in his bill 
until the next day, before which time the 
purchaser had become insane and did not 
pay it, the sale was binding on the princi- 
pal. Where he is duly authorized to sell on 
credit and takes a promissory note payable 
to himself, he takes it in trust for his prin- 
cipal, and subject to his order, and he 
would not be personally liable in the event 
of the insolvency of the purchaser before 
payment. The broker has possession of the 
goods and a special property in them; in 
virtue thereof he has a lien thereon and 
their proceeds and the securities given for 
them, not only for his expenses and com- 
missions, but for the balance of his general 
account. In this respect usage has enlarged 
his rights beyond what is generally allowed 
to agents, as the ordinary lien of an agent 
is a particular lien; but his is a general 
lien. 

Where a broker makes advances or incurs 
liabilities upon a consignment of goods he 
may sell them in the exercise of a sound 
discretion and according.to the general 
trade usage, reimbursing himself for all lia- 

bilities and expenses out of the proceeds 
the sale; the consignor cannot interfere 
unless there is some existing arrangement 
between them which controls or varies this 
right. If no advances have been made and 
no liabilities incurred by the broker, he is 
bound to obey the exact orders of the con- 
signor and the latter has a right to control 
the sale according to his pleasure from time 
totime. If a broker takes a security paya- 
ble to himself from a purchaser of goods 
and gives his own security to his principal, 
without giving the name of the purchaser, 
he cannot compel the principal to refund the 
money paid him, on failure of payment by 
the purchaser, for he thereby induces the 
principal to intrust to the security, and as- 
sures him of the solvency of the purchaser.

Trade Topics. 


Powers and Duties of mieheré. 
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A broker is an agent employed to sell 
the goods or merchandise of his principal, 
which are in his possession, for a commis- 
sion. A broker differs from an agent in 

eral important particulars. He may buy 
and sell in his own name, and he has the 
goods or merchandise in respect to which 
his agency is created in his possession, while 
an agent, as such, cannot ordinarily buy and 
sellin his own name and has no possession 
of the goods solds. The test, as to whether 
a representative is merely an agent or is a 
broker, is to be found in the question 
whether he has any possession or special 
property in the subject matter of sale ; for if 
he has, he is in so far a broker, although he 
may unite the two characters. If he has no 
possession or special property, he is merely 
an agent, and his rights, duties and liabili- 
ties are different. 

In respect to his commission, the rule is 
that a broker is always entitled thereto if he 
has properly performed his duty ; but if he 
is guilty of gross misconduct or if he. exe- 
cuted his duties in such a manner as to 
prevent any benefit to his principal he will 
not be entitled to receive his commission ; 
nor can he recover the difference when 
through his negligence the proceeds of the 
sale are not equal to the expenses, nor can 
he recover expenses occasioned by his neg- 
ligence. Whether when the purchaser fails 
he is entitled to receive a commission is a 
question which depends upon the usage of 
trade in the particular place and in the par- 
ticular business, and in respect to which 
there does not seem to be any distinct and 
independent rule of law. Whenever he 
undertakes to guarantee to his principal the 
payment of the purchase money he is usually 
entitled to an additional compensation on 
account of the risk which he assumes, and 
this is called a guaranty commission. When 
the broker assumes this contract of guaranty 
he does not render himself primarily respon- 
sible to the principal but only secondarily in 
case of the failure of the buyer to fulfill his 

contract, and he is entitled to the general 
rights of a guarantor as to notice. 

A broker under a guaranty commission is 
only understood to guarantee the payment 
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by the purchaser, and not the safe remit- 
tance tothe principal. In virtue of his spe- 
cial property in goods consigned to his care 
4 broker may buy and sell in his own name, 
as well as in the name of his principal, and 
in such case, if he is the supposed princi- 
pal, the purchaser will be entitled to the 
same rights as if he were the real principal. 
Payment to him by the purchaser will dis- 
charge the purchaser from all liability to the 
principal. In such case the purchaser may 
consider the broker as the principal, and set 
off any debt due from the broker to him 
against the price of the goods. Yet, if be- 
fore all of the goods are delivered and 
before any part of them is paid for, he is 
informed that they do not belong to the 
broker he cannot set them off against a 
debt due from the broker, in an action 
against him by the principal. Whenever 
the broker’sells in his own name he can 
bring an action against-the purchaser for 
the prige and prosecute his remedies in like 
‘anner as if he were actually the principal ; 
ie will also be responsible to the purchaser 
‘or the performance of his part of the con- 
‘ract. Where, however, the party dealing 
vith a broker gives exclusive credit to him 
‘ec cannot afterward have recourse to the 
principal, but where the broker contracts in 
his own name he is entitled to sue the pur- 
chaser personally and to enforce payment 
‘rom him. His rights in this respect may 
be superseded by the consignor, and he may 
bring his action directly against the pur- 
chaser, although the latter dealt with the 
broker, as owner, in good faith ; but in such 
case the purchaser will have the same rights 
as if he were sued by the broker, and may 









herewith. 
Figure 1 is an end view of the roll stand, 


having portions broken away to show the 


parts within, and showing a roll journal in 
the box of the stand.

K represents a standard forming the 
stand proper shown as mounted on the side 
frame of a paper making machine. This 
stand is shown as being made preferably of 
cast iron, and cast hollow so as to contain 
within it a lever and mechanism for oper- 
ating the lever. 

H is the lever arranged within the stand 


K, and pivotally connected to it near its | 


upper end at a, on which pivot the lever 
swings. This lever H is formed as shown 
in Fig. 2, its upper end extending forward 
out over the journal of the upper press roll 
R, and is provided with a box, E, for rest- 
ing on the upper side of the roll journal, 
and having a strap, G, for passing around 
under the journal and secured thereto by 
having its two ends pass respectively up 
through eye boxes in the sides of the box, 
and having nuts turned on the ends, for

The outer end of the shaft S is provided 
with a box, D, having a pair of forwardly 
extending arms, m, m, between which is 
located a cam, 7, secured on the rear end 
of the shaft g journaled in the box B’ on 
the outer end of the arm A adjustably at- 
tached to the top of lever H, by means of 
bolts passing through the slot #. This 
shaft g is driven by means of a worm gear, 
P, secured on its forward end, and which 
receives its motion from the worm W, on 
the extending end of the journal of the up- 
per press roll R, by means of which worm 
gear and cam mechanism the doctor shaft 
S, and the doctor m', and the doctor blade 
A’ are reciprocated to better clean the roll 
R. Such a stand may be located one at 
each end of the roll R for raising each end 
of that roll. In stands formerly used for 
this purpose the screw and box and upper 
part of the stand all extended above the top 
of the upper press roll R, and above the 
doctor and its blade, so that accumulations 
on the doctor could not be moved off from 
the doctor at either end to fall in some 
receptacle, as the roll stand was in the 
way. 

Fig. 3 shows the doctor arranged to ex- 
tend out over the front journal of the roll

and the front stand of the roll, the worm 
gear mechanism not being on the front 
stand, as it is unnecessary to have more 
than one worm gear mechanism to recipro- 
cate the doctor, and that preferably on the 
rear stand, as shown in Fig. 4. 

It will be observed that in this device the 
stand and its appendages do not extend 
above the upper roll or above the doctor, so 
that it is easy to remove the accumulations 
from the doctor by sliding it off over the top 
of the rear stand, which isa very great 
saving of time, and a great convenience, 
and not fraught with danger as in the old 
construction. Also it is unnecessary as 
in the old contruction of stand to climb upon 
the machine in order to turn the box screw 
to elevate or lower the upper press roll. 
All this is accomplished in this device by 
means of operating the hand lever N, and 
as the screw moves the nut against the 
longer arm of the lever H a very heavy 
press roll can be very easily elevated, and that 
without the operator having to encounter 
the danger and inconvenience of climbing 
upon the top of the stand as in the older 
construction. 

In case it is desired to elevate the lower 
press roll R’ for any purpose the two press 
rolls may be connected by means of a link 
slipped on over their journals, as shown in 
broken lines in Fig. 2. 
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Evolution of the Sulphite Di- 
gester. 
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(Continued.) 

The Bachet and Machart process was 
experimented with on a large scale by the 
gentlemen named. They used hydrochloric 
acid, sulphuric acid and various mixtures of 
the two, largely diluted and boiling. Their 
idea was to convert the incrusting matter of 
wood into glucose and similar soluble pro- 
ducts, and thus to isolate paper making 
fibre. No record can be found up to the 
year 1877 of any striking commercial suc- 
cess attained by any of the before mentioned 
processes ; but the following data are valu- 
able as matters of record in their bearing on 
the early history of what is now known as 
the cement and tile lined digester, and the 
value of the various American and foreign 
patents pertaining to the subject. 

In 1872 a mill was erected in Marschen- 
dorf, on the River Aupa, in Bohemia, which 
operated with a nitric acid process, although 
only for a short time and with little result. 
However, paper makiug fibre was manu- 
factured on acommercial scale at that time 
by the process in question. Another mill of 
a similar character was started somewhat 
later at Ulmerfeld, in Lower Austria. This 
establishment was never completed and put 
into operation ‘in its originally intended 
form, but it was afterward converted into 
what to-day has become the magnificent 
mills of Ellissen, Roeder & Co., well known 
as the Thereseinthaler Papierfabrik, Kema- 
ten bei Ulmerfeld. 

It is interesting to note in this connection 
that quite recently Dr. Isaac Lifshutz, of 
Berlin, Germany, proposed a method of iso- 
lating paper making fibre with oxalic acid 
as a by-product. This process consists in 
treating the wood with dilute nitric acid, 
recovering the nitrous fumes by suitable 
condensation and crystallizing oxalic acid 
from the waste liquor. It would appear 
that such a process might be suitable for the 
treatment of wvod refuse. 

In 1877 Carl Hofmann, who 
managed the ?udblic Ledger paper mills at 
Elkton, Md., and is now the veteran editor 
of the Papier Zeitung, published a French 
edition of his classic work on the manufac- 
ture of paper, which was done into French 
by H. Everling, of Paris. In this work may 
be found the following note: ‘‘ An Austrian 
paper mill is producing very fine wood fibre 
by a secret process which seems to consist 
in leaving the chopped wood for three weeks 
in contact with nitric acid of a strength of 
4 degrees Beaumé. This is done in a vessel 
of sandstone, the pulp being then washed, 


formerly 
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boiled with a very little caustic soda, washed 
again and finally bleached.” Hofmann fur- 
ther states there that such a process would 
be very costly, because of the large number 
of sandstone vessels which it would require ; 
also that the process hardly appeared to be 
suitable for the production of wood cellu- 
lose on a manufacturing scale. 


On April 30, 1879, an Austrian patent was 
granted to Josef Monier, of Paris, France, 
for constructions of iron and cement. This 
patent expired on November 3, 1892, owing 
to the existence and expiration of a prior 
French patent. The claims covered broadly 
the construction of apparatus consisting of 
iron skeletons (metallic lattice work), hav- 
ing the form and dimensions desired and 
filled up and lined with cement either alone 
or mixed with other suitable matter. The 
original French patent, prior to 1879, and in 
fact the later Austrian patents just as well, 
have a most important bearing on the valid- 
ity of a number of later patents, which will 
be spoken of in their proper place. Hence 
the mention here of the Monier inventions, 
which might be supposed to have little, 
but which actually have a most important 
bearing on the subject. These inventions 
may be generally described as follows : 
About the time of Monier’s first French 
patent many experiments were made in 
France in constructing tanks, vessels for 
various purposes, and water condeie 108 

t, and it was found using an 
iron skeleton or metallic ‘ ven 
if wey light, the taickener artes Seay 
required could be largely reduced, and re- 
sults could be obtained, both on the score of 
efficiency and economy, which were impos- 
sible without the use of the metallic skel- 
eton which forms the subject of Monier’s 
patents taken out in Austria in 1879 and 
1886, as well as of others at other times and 
places, copies of which the writer has not 
before him at the present moment. 

Iron skeletons covered with cement have 
been used for a great many purposes since 
the time of Monier’s first patents, and are 
employed with advantage in a number of 
cases where constructions of stone or brick- 
work are too heavy and bulky. Thus for 
example bleaching and washing engines 
for paper making are often constructed this 
way. Owing to the comparatively small 
weight of such engines they are specially 
suitable for the erection in the upper portion 
of a paper mill. Roomy and very durable 
reservoirs for pulp can very well be con- 
structed on the Monier system, particularly 
where lightness is required and the space 
at disposal is limited. In order to protect 
the walls of washing engines. bleaching en- 
gines and reservoirs from the attack of 
acids the inner wall of cement is covered 
with porcelain tiles or with acid resisting 
glass plates. It cannot be denied that there 
is great similarity between the methods 
used by Wenzel and George F. Russell at a 
much later date in lining sulphite digesters 
and the devices described by Monier in his 
various patents. 

After Monier’s patent of 1879 we come, 
chronologically speaking, to a French patent 
granted for fifteen years, on March 31, 1883, 
to Maurice Emile Pierredon, numbered 
154,589, and entitled ‘‘A method for con- 
structing apparatus intended for the disin- 
tegration of woody and textile matters by 
solutions of sulphurous acid for the manu- 
facture of paper pulp.” This patent has an 
important bearing on the state of the art of 
manufacturing sulphite fibre as early as the 
end of March, 1833, and a perusal will prove 
conclusively that statements made by later 
patentees as to the date of the actual dis- 
covery of the efficiency of cement linings 
are incorrect, as far as the sulphite industry 
is concerned. 

Pierredon's system may be 
scribed as a method of lining a sulphite 
with bricks or blocks of stone 
cement, Portland preferably, 
thus clearly anticipating a number of pat- 
ents bearing later dates. In Pierredon’s 
specification he states that the proces of dis- 
solving the incrusting matter contained in 
woody and textile materials by means of 
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Samples furnished on application.

There are many instances 
where money wanted for speculative pur- 
poses has been refused on the best col- 
lateral, while the man doing a legitimate 
business, having the confidence of the 
banker, has got the money without security

Miami Valley Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


DAYTON, Ohio, June 27, 1893. 

The extreme stringency in the money 
market has echoed disastrously in the Mi- 
ami Valley. An old established firm, the 
Louis Snider’s Sons Company, was forced 
to assign on Monday evening on account of 
the failure of the banks to advance $7,000. 
A blanket deed of assignment was filed in 
the Butler County Court at Hamilton at 7 
o'clock. The assignment was made to C. 
M. Harding, president of the Harding Paper 
Company, Franklin, and George Parmelee, 
who with Edward Snider has been manag- 
ing the mills of the Snider Company at 
Hamilton. The assets of the company are 
given at $1,000,000 nominally, while the 
liabilities are about $300,000. It is conser- 
vatively estimated that the net assets, al- 
lowing for debts and possible shrinkage 
under forced sale, will be at least $450,000. 
There are good book accounts in the sum of 
$250,000, which had it not been for the 
strained condition of the monetary world 
would have made it easy for the company 
to obtain accommodations galore from the 
banking institutions. 

On Monday paper of the company 
amounting to scarcely $7,000 became due, 
but the obligations could not be met, owing 
to the refusal of the banks to accommodate. 

The mills in Hamilton, the Cincinnati 
store stock and real estate in Butler Coun- 
ty are included in the property which the 
assignment covers. There are four mills at 
Hamilton, where are manufactured news and 
book. The large warehouse and store in 
Cincinnati is managed by~ Henry Snider. 
It seems that the company has been a buyer 
of a finer quality of paper than it manufac- 
tured, andin this way it became indebted 
to the Harding Company in the sum of $100,- 
000. This feature brings Mr. Harding in as 
an assignee, although there are no preferred 
creditors. 

Charles M. Harding, when seen, did not 
desire toenter into a lengthy statement. He 
said substantially that the company was 
compelled to assign through inability to 
borrow $7,000 from the banks. Local paper 
is out to the amount of $150,000, but the 
liabilities are principally in the East. Mr. 
Harding is confident that the net value of 
the Snider Estate is $450,000, and that a re- 
sumption of business is only a question 
of a very short time. 

The house was started in 1854. The late 
Louis Snider established a business which 
grew phenomenally. In 1868 the partner- 
ship now existing was formed, and although 
Louis Snider died in 1875 the firm name was 
continued. The business of the company 
has extended to all parts of the country. 
Not only was the shipping trade immense, 
but the local output was remarkable. In 
fact the company handled every style and 
grade of paper known to the printing, bind- 
ing and publishing trade. 

The Hamilton Mills are known as the 
‘** Fairgrove,” *‘ Fordham” and ‘‘ Franklin,” 
while the fourth is a pulp mill. Besides its 
own output, which daily aggregated over 
20 tons of news and book, the company rep- 
resented a daily product of 75 tons ad- 
ditional of all grades of papers from the lead- 
ing mills in existence. Over 250 employees 
were engaged. 

All of the officers of the company occupy 
high positions in both the financial and 
social world. They are: president and 
treasurer, Henry J. Snider; vice-president, 
L. P. Snider ; secretary, E. J. Snider. 

Great excitement was occasioned in the 
valley. It is gratifying to know that the 
company is solvent and able to pay every 
dollar of indebtedness, 

Miamisburg manufacturers are contem- 
plating a sensible railroad improvement. 
It is proposed to build across the Miami 
River, either at the upper or lower end of 
the town, and connect the two great rail- 
roads on either side of the river, so that the 
line will then be extended around the east 
side, connecting with the paper mills and 
other plants, and delivering material and 
affording convement shipping facilities over 
either the C. H. and D. or Big Four with- 
out delay or long transportation. 

Isaac Smith, a fireman at Tytus’ paper 
mill, was the victim of a painful accident 


last week. While standing upon a plank 
cleaning the engine the board broke and 
threw him to the ground. His left leg and 
arm were badly injured, and he was re- 
moved to his home. 

Postmaster Lyon reports letters remain- 
ing in the Dayton office for the Boyd Paper 
Company and the Corrugated Paper Com- 
pany. Neither is located here. 

George Shaw, of the Dayton Paper Nov- 
elty Works, has returned from Chicago, 
after a two weeks’ inspection of the wonders 
at Jackson Park. 

The police directors, H. H. Sanbauch, W. 
E. Crume and Capt. E. M. Wood, all of 
whoni are identified with the paper trade, 
are receiving congratulations on all sides 
for the unflinching stand they maintained 
in the proposed repeal of the midnight 
ordinance which was almost railroaded 
through council by a bum element. 

James Craig, an employee of the Ex- 
cello Mills, caught his right hand in a 
machine and had it, as well as part of his 
arm, fearfully lacerated 

The new mill of the Columbia Paper Com- 
pany at Xenia is now under roof and ready for 
the machinery. It will be only a question of 
a short time before the mill will be in run- 
ning order. Although improved machinery 
will be used, the same number of men as 
heretofore engaged will be employed. 
Whether the company will rebuild the Enon 
mill, which was also destroyed by fire, was 
probably decided at a directors’ meeting 
not long ago in Chicago. 

A. G. Nixon, of the Nixon-Costello Bottle 
Wrapping Company, was unanimously re- 
elected a director of the fire department. 
Mr. Nixon has occupied the position for 
some time, and has served the public faith- 
fully. 

Amos Mentle, while engaged in oiling ma- 
chinery at the Mead Paper Company's mill 
recently, was so unfortunate as to meet with 
avery severe accident. His head was caught 
by the machinery and almost scalped. The 
attending physician at first expressed no 
hope for Mentle’s recovery, but the care of 
the Deaconess sisters has brought him 
around all right. Walter Sawyer, who it 
was also thought had received serious in- 
juries by falling from the smokestack of

It is desired to maintain the 
water transportation, and the Valley paper 
men may as well think of the matter seri- 
ously. No new boats have replaced the old 
ones, which are rapidly decaying from either 
misuse or disuse, and it 1s peremptory that 
some action shall be taken before the canal 
is abandoned or falls into the hands of spec- 
ulative grabbers. It is proposed that the 
people along the line of the canal shall con- 
tribute a sum sufficient to defray the cost of 
a survey todemonstrate the practicability 
of using parts of the proposed ship canal 
from Toledo to Cincinnati. It is expected 
that every city and town along the line will 
organize a committee to co-operate with 
Cincinnati in furtherance of the improve- 
ment. The advantages accruing from this 
vast improvement are apparent at a glance 
and need no comment. The attention of 
the trade is called to the important proposi- 
tion.

DAYTON, Ohio, June 27, 1893. 

The extreme stringency in the money 
market has echoed disastrously in the Mi- 
ami Valley. An old established firm, the 
Louis Snider’s Sons Company, was forced 
to assign on Monday evening on account of 
the failure of the banks to advance $7,000. 
A blanket deed of assignment was filed in 
the Butler County Court at Hamilton at 7 
o'clock. The assignment was made to C. 
M. Harding, president of the Harding Paper 
Company, Franklin, and George Parmelee, 
who with Edward Snider has been manag- 
ing the mills of the Snider Company at 
Hamilton. The assets of the company are 
given at $1,000,000 nominally, while the 
liabilities are about $300,000. It is conser- 
vatively estimated that the net assets, al- 
lowing for debts and possible shrinkage 
under forced sale, will be at least $450,000. 
There are good book accounts in the sum of 
$250,000, which had it not been for the 
strained condition of the monetary world 
would have made it easy for the company 
to obtain accommodations galore from the 
banking institutions. 

On Monday paper of the company 
amounting to scarcely $7,000 became due, 
but the obligations could not be met, owing 
to the refusal of the banks to accommodate. 

The mills in Hamilton, the Cincinnati 
store stock and real estate in Butler Coun- 
ty are included in the property which the 
assignment covers. There are four mills at 
Hamilton, where are manufactured news and 
book. The large warehouse and store in 
Cincinnati is managed by~ Henry Snider. 
It seems that the company has been a buyer 
of a finer quality of paper than it manufac- 
tured, andin this way it became indebted 
to the Harding Company in the sum of $100,- 
000. This feature brings Mr. Harding in as 
an assignee, although there are no preferred 
creditors, 

Charles M. Harding, when seen, did not 
desire toenter into a lengthy statement. He 
said substantially that the company was 


compelled to assign through inability to! 


borrow $7,000 from the banks. Local paper 
is out to the amount of $150,000, but the 
liabilities are principally in the East. Mr. 
Harding is confident that the net value of 
the Snider Estate is $450,000, and that a re- 
sumption of business is only a question 
of a very short time. 

The house was started in 1854. The late 
Louis Snider established a business which 
grew phenomenally. In 1868 the partner- 
ship now existing was formed, and although 
Louis Snider died in 1875 the firm name was 
continued. The business of the company 
has extended to all parts of the country. 
Not only was the shipping trade immense, 
but the local output was remarkable. In 
fact the company handled every style and 
grade of paper known to the printing, bind- 
ing and publishing trade. 

The Hamilton Mills are known as the 
‘* Fairgrove,” ‘‘ Fordham” and “ Franklin,” 
while the fourth is a pulp mill. Besides its 
own output, which daily aggregated over 
20 tons of news and book, the company rep- 
resented a daily product of 75 tons ad- 
ditional of all grades of papers from the lead- 
ing mills in existence. Over 250 employees 
were engaged. 

All of the officers of the company occupy 
high positions in both the financial and 
social world. They are: president and 
treasurer, Henry J. Snider ; vice-president, 
L. P. Snider ; secretary, E. J. Snider. 

Great excitement was occasioned in the 
valley. It is gratifying to know that the 
company is solvent and able to pay every 
dollar of indebtedness. 

Miamisburg manufacturers are contem- 
plating a sensible railroad improvement.

River, either at the upper or lower end of

Some bidders are complaining about 
the manner in which certain awards were 
recently made by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. It appears that the award for cer- 
tain lines of goods was made by carrying 
out quantities and prices of each item, and 
giving the contract to the bidder having the 
lowest aggregate. This plan is open to ob- 
jection, even if all of the bidders are noti- 
| fied ; but in this case the bidders say that 
| they had no notice. 

The ‘Treasury Department this year 
awarded the envelope contract upon this 
plan, because of the inconvenience of order- 
ing envelopes from more than one contrac- 
| tor. The Springfield Envelope Company 
| declined to furnish samples, but submitted 
samples of paper to be used in making the 
envelopes. Its bid could not be considered 
on this account. 

It is probable that the question will again 
be raised during the coming year whether 
it will be better for the Department to fur- 
nish the. samples instead of requiring the

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New Inventions—VII.

A fortune awaits the man who can 
make from paper a perfect shuttle for weav- 
ing purposes. This is what a well-known 
cotton manufacturer told the writer a day 
or twoago. For many years mill men have 
endeavored to introduce a shuttle made of

some other material than wood. 
have been made of iron, steel 
metal, but it seems that they have gone be- 


yond the experimental stage. The writer 


recently visited some of the most extensive | 


cotton and woolen plants in Fall River, 
Lowell, Providence, &c., and it was while 
on this trip that the invention described in 
this article was encountered. This inven- 
tion consists in a shuttle made of paper. 


Its inventor is a man who has worked in the | 
weaving departments of one of Fall River's | 


great cotton mills for a long time. He saw 
that considerable waste was made, and that 


time was lost in tying up broken ends, al] 


on account of the splinters which invariably | 


occur upon a wooden shuttle after it has 
been in use a few months. The following 
sketch is given to illustrate how defective 
wooden shuttles become after a little use. 





View or Woopven SHuTTLE. 


In this drawing the letter A designates 
the shuttle proper. Only one end of the 
shuttle is shown. B is the steel point 
which screws into the wood. C is the eye 
through which the yarns F run. E isthe 
bobbin which contains the yarn wound in 
bobbin form and marked D. The defect is 
shown at the top, where there are several 
splinters, as pointed out by the arrow. 
These splinters are caused by the shuttle 
coming into contact with the top of the 
metal boxes. They cannot be helped. As 
soon as splinters appear on the shuttles the 
yarns begin to break, because the splinters 
are continually catching them. This causes 
loss of time and defects in the goods. A 
wooden shuttle is bound to splinter, but one 
made of paper cannot. A paper shuttle 
may wear off, but it will not become splin- 
tered. 

Wooden shuttles are forever cracking and | 
splitting. In the next view is shown what 
is meant by this :

A paper shuttle will not become splintered 
in any way. If the man who has charge of 
fixing the cotton and woolen looms adjusts 
the shuttle throwing mechanism in such 
way that it is too severe, the shuttle points 
will contact with the opposite side of the 


loom box so hard that the wood is very 
likely to be split, as shownin the above draw- 
ing. As soon as the shuttle is split, it must | 
go on tothe waste pile, never to be used Es 


again. Shuttles cost from $1.25 to $2.50 per 
pair. The dividends of many mills are often 
affected, more or less, by waste of shuttles 
and other small ware of the mill. Paper 
shuttles will not split, they will not splinter, 
will not become rough; they are lighter, 


and in fact there are several paints set forth 


in the claims of the man who has been so 
fortunate as to devise a shuttle made of | 


pape , 
he invention is not patented as yet, but | 
a caveat has been filed, so that the idea is 
protected, and under this condition the in- 
ventor has granted permission to publish | 
the account of the patent. 

As to how these paper shuttles are made 
there is littletosay. A moldis used in which 
the paper pulp is molded into the form of a 
shuttle. ‘Then the shuttle is subjected toa 
severe hydraulic pressure in such way that 
the fibre is consolidated into a firm, sub- 
stantial body. Then comes heating and 
drying, followed by polishing and finishing; 
after this the hole for the eye is drilled, the 
part into which the point is put is prepared, 
and the spindle for the bobbin is put in. 


The writer consulted with several cotton 


mill agents about this article before pre- 
senting it for publication, and in every case 


it was stated that the plan of making shut- 
tles of paper is wise.

there was a bend in the pipe near the point 
at which one of the breaks occurred. 

A recent accident due to water hammer 
occurred toa boiler in an establlshment near 

‘ittsburg, where one boiler of a battery 
was cut out by drawing the fire and shut- 
ting off the feed, the steam connection be- 


ing left open, as was customary, although a 
very dangerous and uneconomical practice. 
Condensation of steam continued of course 
until the boiler had filled with water and it 
had become comparatively cold ; then as the 
blow-off cock was opened and a portion of 
the water let out, steam entered to fill the 


>. space, and, meeting with cold surfaces, con- 
densed rapidly and produced water hammer 
of different degrees of intensity in different 
— parts of the boiler and pipes, with the re- 


sult that the boiler began jumping on its 
foundation, and the pipes were so badly 
shaken as to leak at nearly every joint. 
Other damages occurred which go to show 
that the force was considerable, as the ef- 
fect was felt in nearly all parts of the bat- 


tery of boilers and the attachments. What 
: damage was done to the boiler is not stated, 
» but it is to be inferred that it was consider- 
: able. 

i The accident could hardly be attributed to 
! carelessness or ignorance of the engineer on 
: watch, as the practice was customary at that 


place ; but the well-known effects of water 
hammer should have caused the engineer 
to proceed with caution when letting water 
out of the boiler, or rather he should have 
1 closed the valve in the steam pipe when the 
' boiler was first laid off. Leaving a steam 
valve open in this manner, in connection

to produce a greater amount of expansion

Indorsement of Note Before Maturity.— 
Where the payee of a note indorses it before 
maturity the maker is not excused from its 
payment at maturity because of its garnish- 
ment after the indorsement and before ma- 
turity by a creditor of the payee.—Levy v.

False Representations in Sale of Goods. 
—A seller is liable to an action of deceit if 
he fraudulently represents the quality of 
the thing sold to be other than it is in some 
particulars, which the buyer has not equal 
means with himself of knowing, or if he do 
so in such a manner as to induce the buyer 
to forbear making the inquiry which for his 
own security and advantage he would other- 
wise have done.—//enderson v. Henshall, 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Ninth Circuit, 
54 Fed.

Contract for Selling Goods.—Where a 
written contract between a merchant and a 
traveling salesman, at a fixed salary per 
month, with a specified amount to be sold 
per annum, and afterward it was agreed 
orally that one-fourth of the salesman’s 
salary should be retained as a guaranty that 
he would sell the specified amount, the con- 
tract coustituted an employment by the 
year and not by the month.—S/rauss v.

Proof of Damages in Replevin Suit.—

third person held a chattel mortgage on the 
property, and withdrew the keeper. The 
merchant's wife testified that the keeper did 
not take away any of the property, and that 
she continued to sell the stock without any 
interruption from him. Such facts were in- 
sufficient to support a finding that the 
property was not returned to the merchant, 
or to show that he sustained any damage by 
reason of such detention.—//ndenkohl v.

Nature of Right of Stoppage in Transitu.

Cylinder Lubricants. 


Some interesting practical experi- 
ments were recently made to ascertain the 
expansion of oils under the action of steam. 
This point, together with its resistance of 
intense heat and freedom from acid produc- 
ing properties, fixes the value of a cylinder 
lubricant. Since the universal acceptance 
of hydrostatic lubricants as the only correct 
method of feeding, the minimum quantity 
of oil fora given amount of work can be 
readily determined. The automatic appli- 
cation of drop by drop, just as needed, pre- 
venting the waste of injection pumps and 
securing uniformity instead of the uncer- 
tainty of hand feeding, has insured the 
steam user the saving of many dollars. The 
mistaken economy of selecting an oil on 
account of its attractive color or to meet 
the defects of the oil cup, that from some 
of sufficient 
pressure will not feed heavier oils, was very 
clearly demonstrated in the experiments re- 
ferred to. 

In filtered and light bodied cylinder oils 
the color is obtained at the expense of the

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Masonry of Boiler Settings. 





The brickwork about boiler settings 
is, we fear, often very imperfectly laid. ‘Tt 
is mostly done by contract, with no one to 
supervise it who understands the severe use 
The bricklayer, 
who may never have worked on a job of 
this kind before, builds good looking inside 
and outside walls, but the space between is 
apt to be filled with odds and ends in the 
most promiscuous manner. 

Furthermore, he puts the same joint in 
that he would use if he were building a 
house, and this is just what we do not want 
ina boiler setting, particularly in the fire 
brick lining of the furnace. The joints 
throughout the setting should be thin, and 
the work should be done as faithfully in- 
side as outside. Some sort of prepared 
fire clay is used in laying the fire brick, and 
it should be mixed up so thin that it cannot 
well be used with a trowel. Some mill 
owners who have had experience in this 
direction will not allow a trowel to be em- 
ployed at all, but require the men to use 
iron spoons. 

The fire bricks should be dipped in water 
as they are used, so that when they are 
laid they will not immediately “ drink up” 
the water from the cement. They should 
then receive a thin coating of the prepared 
fire clay or kaolin paste, and be carefully 
placed in position with as little of the kaolin 
or fire clay as possible. Every sixth course, 
beginning with the grates, should be a row 
of headers, well bonded into the masonry 
behind. 

The headers are of little use unless they 
are well secured into the walls of thesetting, 
for when the lower courses of fire brick 
have burst away more or less, we have to 
rely on these headers to a considerable ex- 
tent to hold the upper part of the wall in 
position. In repairing fire brick linings the 
lower courses, which burn out fastest, can 
be removed and replaced without disturb- 
ing the upper part of the wall, provided the 
headers are secure, while, if they are not, 
the entire wall may have to be rebuilt, 
and this cannot be done without either re- 
moving the boiler or tearing down a consid- 
erable part of the setting.—Machinery.

Device for Cleaning Deckels. 





A spraying device for keeping the 
deckel straps of a Fourdrinier machine 
clean, moist and pliable and also for cleans- 
ing the wire at the point where it comes in 
contact with the deckels, has just been pat- 
ented. 

The apparatus consists of a water nozzle 
or sprinkler located adjacent to the point 
where the deckel comes in contact with the 
wire. This sprinkler has a hollow head, 
having one face arranged adjacent to the 
deckel and provided with a series of smal! 
perforations, through which a finely di- 
vided spray may be thrown, and having 
one end inclined so as to face the wire, and 
similarly provided with a series of smal! 
perforations, through which a spray may be 
thrown out upon the wire. The nozzle 
sprinkler by washing the wire also serves 
to keep clean the wire tightening rolls, and 
also prevents lumps of pulp being carrie: 
under the couch roll. 

For the purpose of thoroughly washing 
and moistening the deckels there is a secon 
sprinkler arranged so as to throw a spray 


upon all four sides of the deckel. The 
apomies consists preferably of a hollow 
shaped box having its inner surfaces pro 
vided with small perforations and provided 
at its ends with inclined projecting portions 
also provided with perforations so as to 
throw a spray upon the lower face of th« 
deckel, as if through the sprinkler. 

Each box sprinkler may be provided with 
a deflecting hood or basin to catch th 
drippings and such pongetes of pulp, &c., 
which may be washed off. The Moflecting 
hood or basin may be connected by a pipe o1 
tube with ‘‘the save all.” The deflecting 
hood or basin catches the water and wash- 
ings and prevents them from falling upon 
the pulp or the wire.
